5. Though a revelation ce ae ſome 
perſons only, yet it may be of great ſervice to 
many others. Chriſtianity operates beyond the 
ſphere of Chriſtendom. At the firſt riſing of 
the ſun of righteouſneſs many eyen of the 
Heathens were ſenſibly reſormed, and became 
detter and brighter as it were by reflection. 
They grew aſhamed of their former barbarous 
rites and ſuperſtitious ceremonies; and no 
longer made uſe of human ſacrifices, no longer 
offered their ſons and their daughters untodevils. 
It is alſo very well worth our obſervation, that 
morality hath been carried to a greater highth, 
and the law of nature hath been more 
explained, illuſtrated, and inforced by many a 
one of the philoſophers ſince the coming of 
Chriſt, than by all of chem taken together be 
fore it. And if there is any thing good and 
excellent i in the falſe religions of the world, it 
is wholly borrowed from ſome traditions of the 
true religion, or derived from that fountain of 
'- goodneſs and exeellency, the holy ſcriptures. 
Of ſuch ſignal advantage is the Chriſtian inſti- 

tution even to Pagans and unbelievers; and 
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le its divine author, Seth its very enemies, 
and deeth good to bee h Sage OD 
per ſecute it. 
6. Chriſt's ſatisfaction upon the croſs was 

not partial but univerſal. He died for all 
mankind in general, as well for thoſe who 

went before, as thoſe who come after him; as 

well for thoſe who have not, as thoſe who 

have, opportunities of knowing him. He is 

for this reaſon ſtiled in ſcripture the Saviour of 

the world. He is upon this account ſaid too 
give himſelf a ranſom for all, and to tafte death Tim. i ii. 
Ver every man. He is by St. John called the res i. 
propitiation for our fins, and not for our fins only, 9 has i. 
but alſo for the fins of tbe whole world. As all = 
men were created by him, ſo by him were all 
redeemed : as all men were involved in the 
conſequences of Adam's tranſgreſſion, ſo all 
partake of the benefits of Chriſt's righteouſneſs; 

or to ſpeak in the words of St. Paul, as by the Rom. v. 
offence of one judgment came upon all men to con- "* 
demnation, even ſo by the righteouſneſs of one the 
free gift came upon all men unto juſtification "

8. There is ſcarce any civilized nation, that 

hath not one time or other bad ſufficient 
opportunity of being converted to the Chriſ- 


tian religion. Our Saviour's inſtruction to his 
diſciples 
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Alpes wal! Gs reach all juations : and th Mar. 
writers of the kiſtoty of the church all with 

one full conſent and entire harmony agree, 
that the apoſtles or their immediate diſciples 

in their own perſons publiſhed the glad ti- 
dings of the goſpel 1 all the parts of 

the world then known. St. Paul himſelf \ very 
aptly applies to them the elegant ſaying of the 
Plalmiſt, Their found went into all the earth, Rom. x. 
and their words into the end of the world. 
Within about five centuries after Chriſt we 
find the fathers afferting, that * the Chriſtians 
were in all parts of the world far more nu- 
merons than both the Heathens and Jews. 
Nay even in theſe degenerate times we ſhall 
have no reaſon to think, that the unbelievers 

are left wholly deſtitute of the means of com- 

ing to the knowlege of the truth; conſider- 
ing that the Chriſtians are of all people the 
moſt learned, and hold trade and commerce 
with all; conſidering again that there are 
ſome Chriſtians or others dwelling in every

conſidering laſtly that there are extant, in all 
the current languages of the world, tranſlations 
of the Bible, which' are fo many pipes and 


conduits as it were to CONVEY | knowlege 


unto all people. 
9. That the goſpel therefore is not more 


generally profeſſed muſt be charged altoge- 


ther upon the faults of men, and not in. the 
leaſt imputed to want of foreſight or goodneſs 
in God. In the propoſing of a new revelation 
God dealeth with us like (what he hath made 


us) free reaſonable creatures. He commits 


no violence upon our faculties, but addreſſethi 
himſelf coolly. to our underſtandings. He af- 
fords ſuch evidences of the truth as are ſuffi- 
cient indeed, but not ſuch as ate- irreſiſtible ;- 
ſuch. as may eaſily convince us if we will, but 
not ſuch as muſt and ſhall convince us whe- 
ther we will-or not. Such is the reaſonable- 
neſs evidence and certainty of the Chriſtian, 
religion, that. I am verily perſuaded who- 
ever

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eyer calmly conſiders the arguments urged in 
defenſe of it cannot but ſee and acknowlegs 
its divine origin, believe without doubt and 
allent without reſerve; Whence is it there 


fore that it doth not find a more general re- 
ception ? Whence is it that fo many withſtand 
its force? Why? becauſe they are too. idle or 


too buſy to conſider ; they think not of it at all, 


or think with prejudice ; they have bad heads 
or corrupt hearts. Why in particular did the 
Jews reject the Chriſtian religion? Becauſe 


they were eaten up with blind zeal and bigot- 


try for their law; and the expectations of a 


temporal prince had ſo poſſeſſed and ſwelled 
their minds, that they could not reliſh the 
humble doctrins of the croſs. Why till did 
not the Greeks embrace it? Becauſe they were 
proud opionative men, and ſought after (what 
they falſely called) Wiſdom ;. and as Chriſt 
cracified was to the Fews a. fumbling block, ſo 
was he to the Greeks foohkſhneſs. Why are fo 
many nations which once were Chriſtian be- 
come Anti-chriſtian? Becauſe they did not bring 
forth the fruits of the goſpel, and therefore 1 
candleftick of the Lord was removed out of its 
place, and the kingdom of God was taken from 
them. Why has Mohammediſm prevailed fo 
mightily

theſe narrow bounds, and thoſe who now ſpeak 
againſt us as evil deers, would then, beholding 
our good works, have glorified God in the day g f 
vifitation. |

widenots Such is the tranſcendent wiſdom of 
God, that he can bring good out of evil, light 

out of darkneſs, and turn even the infidelity of 

ſome into arguments to beget and nouriſh faith 

in others. None of the: philofophers and 
princes of the world embraced Chriſtianity till 

ſome centuries after Chriſt : not many wiſe, not 1 Cor. i. 
many mighty, not many noble were called; for 

what reaſon ? that no fleſh ſhould glory in hit pre- 

ſence, that the propagation andeſtabliſhment of 

the goſpel might appear not to be owing to hu- 

man means, but to be the work of heaven itſelf. 

The infidelity of the Jews renders them per- | 
haps more proper and unſuſpected witneſſes of f 
the truth of the Old Teſtament, than if they | i 
had been converted to Chriſtianity ; for the | 


conceſſions of a profeſſed enemy generally carry 
greater force and conviction with them, than 

the moſt favorable arguments urged by a friend. 

The more too are the enemies of our religion, 

the more. is the divine providence manifeſted 

in preſerving his church, and not ſuffering the Mat wi 
gates of bell to prevail againſt it. Had this =, 
counſel or this work been of men, it would doubt- 38, 39.

We are aſſured indeed by God 
himſelf ſpeaking in the prophet, From the rifing Mal.i.11. 
of the ſun even unto the going down of the ſame 
my name ſhall be great among the Gentiles, and 
in -every place incenſe ſhall be offered unto my 
name, and a pure offering ; for my name ſhall be 
great among the Heathen, ſaith the Lord of hoſts: 
But we muſt not fit idle and unconcerned ſpec- 
tators waiting for the accompliſhment of this 
prediction, under pretence of leaving it to the

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ſuperior wiſdom and almighty power of God. 


He intends all his predictions to be accom- 


pliſhed by the agency of men; and happy are 
thoſe men, who ſhall be the agents and in- 
ſtruments of effecting what providence 10 gra.

We are We to obhy daily, and I fuppaſe 


every one almoſt doth pray daily, Thy kingdom 
come; but it is not enough to offer up our 


prayers, umleſs we likewiſe exert our moſt zeal- 


_ . ous engevors; for how-can we bc thought to 


pray in earneſt, as long as we do nothing 
more ? Not that I conceive we are obliged with 
the hazard of our lives and fortunes. to propa- 
gate the golpel in foreign parts; neither muſt 
we ſeek the advancement of our religion by 


| pious leagues and holy wars, by ftriving to re- 
| gain with our ſwords thoſe countries which

we have loſt by our fins. We are by no means 
fit for the one, and the other is not fit for us. 
We are not indued with the gift of tongues: 
and the power of miracles neceffary for the 
former; and as for the latter he weapons of our 
warfare are not carnal but ſpiritual. The ſpirit 
indeed of Croifades prevailed. mightily for ſome 
centuries, and ſet all the princes of Chriſtendom 
in 
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in arms. But we have not ſo learned Chriſt; 
and would we contribute ſomething to the ex- 
tenſion of the Chriſtian name we muſt endure: 
conflicts, and obtain victories of another kind. 
To fight under the banner of Chriſt againſt 
fin the world and the devil; to conquer and 
ſubdue our rebellious luſts and appetites ; to 
caſt down imaginations, and every high thing"that 2 Cor. x. 
exalteth itſelf againſi the knowlege of God; to 
bring our paſſions into ſubjection to our rea- 
ſon; to have the free and uncontrolled empire 
of our minds; to let the peace off God rule in Col. iii.

on traffic and commerce; and ſhall none be

character to give them better ideas of us and 


our religion? The church of Rome glories in 
the zeal and number of her miſſionaries, who 
compaſs ſea and land to make 'proſelytes;; and 
Hall they be more diligent to propagate a falſe 
Chriſtianity than we the true ? And if we to- 
tally neglect our colonies and plantations, will 
they not ſoon fink into barbariſm and bruta- 
lity, or become an eaſy prey to fanaticiſm, or

Such a Weiety was accordingly erected and in- 


corporated near ſeventy years ago by a Prince, 
towhom our religion and liberties owe theirpre- 
ſervation: and'its primary and immediate object 
was (according to the words of the charter) the 
maintenance of 'a earned and orthodox clergy for 
the adminiſtration of the word and ſacraments 
in thoſe of our colonies and plantations, where 
was either mean proviſion or none at all for 


the public worſhip of God. The deſign was 


truly pious and charitable, and God hath 
blefſed it with remarkable ſacceſs./ For in 
thoſe. countries, where they had ſcarcely any 


form or place of public worſhip; where cven 


the Lord's day was, hardly diſtinguiſhed: from 
others but by greater idleneſs and profancneſs ; 


| where the ſacraments were adminiſtered, bap- 


tiſm perhaps not above once in twenty years, and 
the Lord's ſupper not above once in ſixty: there 
more than a hundred churches have been erect- 
ed, and more are erecting; there more than 
a hundred and fotty thouſand of our people, 
infants and adults, have been baptized ; there 
more than a hundred and fifty thouſand bi- 
bles and common-prayer-books, with other 
pious and inſtructive treatiſes and ſmaller tracts 


innumerable, have been diſtributed ; many 


nume- 
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numerous congregations have been ſet up, = 


maintain the public ſervice of God at their 
own expenſe ; and the Society are at the far- 
ther charge of more than x hundred miſſiona- 
ries catechiſts and ſchoolmaſters for the far- 
ther propagation of the goſpel and inſtruction 
of the young and ignorant. So that now there 
is a goodly appearance of religion; much good 
hath been done, and poffibly more harm pre- 
vented; the people are greatly reformed and 


improved; and it is * computed that one third 


of the inhabitants, near a million of ſouls, are 
profeſſed members of the church of England. 
Another and an early object of the Society's 
attention were the poor Negroes, whoſe bo- 
dily labor and ſervice juſtly intitle them to 
ſome concern' for their ſpiritual welfare. Tt 
was not long after the firſt" inſtitution of the 
Society, that inſtructions were given to the 
miſſionaries for this purpoſe, and catechiſts 
and ſchoolmaſters were employed, and have 
proceeded in this good work of teaching and 
bartizing theſe Heathen ſlaves, as far as the dif- 
ficulty of the ching, and their Chriſtian or ra- 
ther unchriſtian maſters would allew. From

It would be little for the honor of the Society 
to exhort and admoniſh others, if they did not 

themſelves; . within their own. property and 
"Ws | plantations, ſet a good example to other plan- 
ters and maſters, in the management of their 
Negroes, ſoftening the ſeverities of their ſer- 

vitude, treating their perſons with gentleneſs, 

as well as forming their minds by ſeaſonable 
inſtruction, rightly conceiving humanity to 
be one of the moſt effectual methods of con- 
ciliating them to Chriſtianity: and it is much 
to be wiſhed, that the example was more ge- 

nerally followed. A farther improvement 
hath been made by the Society within theſe 
few years, by giving ſome kind of liberal edu- 
cation to ſome young Negroes, and training 
them up in ſuch a manner as may qualify 

them to become more familiar teachers and

ners, their barbarous cuſtoms, their horrid

Newfoundland. 


By a letter from the Rev. Mr. Langman, the 
Society's Miſſionary at St. John's, dated Nov. 3: 
1768, it appears, that in the courſe of the year 
he has baptiſed 38 infants, buried 23 corpſes, 
and married 7 couple. He complains of a 
great loſs he has ſuffered by a fire, which con- 
ſumed his houſe and all things in it, and the 
church communion plate, which was kept in 
his houſe, ta: the amount of ſome hundred 
pounds. In relief of which the Society have 
ordered him a gratuity of 501. 

The Rev. Mr. Coughlan, Miffionary at Har- 
bour Grace and Carboneer, in a letter dated 
October 15, 1768, ſends a 1 of the bay, 
in which there is no alteration from what he 
found the preceding year with regard to the 
number of the inhabitants. In the courſe of 
the year he has baptiſed 46 infants, and 30 
adults; has married 5 couple, and buried 16 
corpſes. He-adriinifters the ſacrament once 
a month, and has 80 conſtant communicants, 
and on every other Sunday he attends at a 
chapel, which the people have built about five 
miles from the church. Mr. Jenner has de- 
clined the care of the ſchool, and Mr. Thurney 
is placed in his room, and gives general ſatiſ- 
faction. There are about 30 boys and 12 girls 
who attend the ſchool. The inhabitants have 
built a very commodious ſchool-houſe. 


Nova 
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Nova Scotia, 


The Rev. Mr. Wood, Miſſionary at Anna- 
Germ Royal, and Granville, in his letter dated 


July 9g, 1768, acquaints the Society that he 


was juſt returned from Halifax, where he had 
prayed with the Indians at Colonel Goreham's, 
and performed divine ſervice in Mickmack, 


and that they underſtood him perfectly well. 


That he is making a tranſlation, as faſt as he 
can, of the morning and evening ſervice into 
Mickmack, and makes no doubt but when he 
ſhall have accompliſhed it, he could inſtruct 
any perſon the Society might appoint to read 
it diſtinctly, and with the tone and emphaſis 
peculiar to the language; which he has nearly 
acquired in leſs than three months daily appli- 
cation. The Indians behave devoutly during 
the time of prayer, and after the prayer for the 
King and Royal Family they bow their heads, 
and anſwer, Amen, in their own language, 

A letter from Mr. Neuman, School-maſter 
at Lunenburgh, dated July 1, 1768, informs 
the Society that he gives daily attendance to 


his ſchool, from 8 to 12 in the forenoon, and 
from 1 to 4 in the afternoon; that the num- 
ber of his ſcholars is between 30 and 40; that 
there are no Indian or negro children in the 
place, and all the ſettlers are of the profeſſion 
of the church of England. 
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| The Society are acquainted, by a letter from 


the Rev. Mr. Eagleſon, Miſſionary to the 
county of Cumberland in Nova Scotia, dated 
July 4, 1768, that he arrived on the 27th of 
June at Halifax, from whence he purpoſed 
ſetting out immediately for his miſſion, but 
had expreſs order from the Lieutenant-Gover- 
nor to repair during pleaſure, to the iſland of 
St. John, for which place he was to ſail the 
day following the date of his letter. 


Canada. 


A letter from the Rev. Mr. Chabrand De- 


liſle, chaplain to the garriſon at Montreal, dated 


September 30, 1767, brings the diſagreeable 
account that the Romiſh prieſts avail; them- 
ſelves greatly of the neglected ſtate. of the 


church of England in. theſe parts, perſuading 


the Canadians (who are moſt eafily to be per- 
ſuaded, being a moſt ignorant, bigotted peo- 

le, and entirely devoted to the prieſts, eſpe- 
cially the Jeſuits) that we have not religion fo 
much at heart as they. Being deſtitute of a 
decent place for public worſhip, he is forced 


to perform it in the Hoſpital chapel. Two 
Canadians, and one German, have made their - 
recantations. He has baptized within the 


year 58 children, an adult negro, and an 
Indian of 7 years of age, and married 22 
couple.

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New England. 


The Rev. Mr. Arthur Browne, Miſſionary 
at Portſmouth in New Hampſhire, by a letter 
of the 6th of November, 1767, rms the 
2 of the arrival of Mr. Nager, whom 
he deſcribes to be well calculated for the of- 

* | - fice of an [inerant, being hardy, ſtrong, re- 

| ſolute, active and diligent, and that he gives 
univerſal ſatisfaction wherever he goes. Mr. 
Browne's pariſhioners live in harmony and 
peace, and increaſe in number ; but the com- 
municants are comparatively few. 

There are two letters from this Mr. Badger, 
the Itmerant Miſhonary in New Hampſhire, 
both dated from Portſmouth ; the one of De- 
cember 17, 1767, the other of Auguſt 5, 
1768. In the former he writes, that fince 
'his arrival in the end of September he had 
viſited every town in the province, where 
there are any number who belong to the 
church of England: that they appear well 
pleaſed with his adminiſtrations, and promiſe 
to do all in their power to render his life 
agreeable, and that the Governor and Mr. 
Browne give him all the affiftance they can. 
In the ſecond, he mentions a variety of places 
where he has pres both on Sundays and 
week-days : that the diftance of the towns is 
fo great, that ſcarcely any two can attend the 

public 
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public worſhip together, which increaſes the 
labor of his miſſion, and, as he expreſſes it, keeps 
him continually on horſeback. The number 
of ſouls under his care amount to 1132 at 
preſent, which at his firſt coming did not ex- 
ceed 740. In leſs than 11 months he has bap- 
tiſed 107 children, 1 female adult, and 1 negro. 
Hitherto he has been obliged to perform di- 
vine ſervice, and to adminiſter the ſacrament 
in private houſes for want of more convenient 
laces. | 
The Rev. Mr. e Itinerant Miſſionary 
on the frontiers of Maſſachuſet's bay, in a let- 
ter from Boſton, dated June 27, 1768, takes 
a modeſt notice of many hardſhips fie has un- 
dergone in the courſe of his miniſtry, and of 
the obſtructions to the building a church, 
which is at length in a way of being ac- 
compliſhed, as ſubſcriptions for that purpoſe 
have been made to the amount of 1201. ſterling. 
The Rev. Mr. Wheeler, Miſſionary at 
George Town and places adjacent, writes, 
on the 13th of September, 1768, that after a 
tedious paſſage of ten weeks, he got to Boſ- 
ton, and, as ſoon as he conveniently could, 
repaired to George Town, and found the 
ple well diſpoſed to receive him. He has 
continued to preach among them twice eve 
Sunday to a decent congregation. They have 
not yet erected a place of worſhip, but ſay 
they intend it next autumn. Fg 
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1768, the Society is informed, that in the 


courſe of the year he has baptized 49 infants 
and 1 adult, married 21 couple, and ſeveral 
new. communicants were added. The num- 


ber of inhabitants at Marblehead is computed 


to be 6500, of which one fifth at leaſt he be- 
lieves to belong to the church: the reſt are 


Independents or Congregationaliits ; but great 
harmony ſubſiſts between him and the Diſ- 


ſenting Miniſters. 
There are two letters from the Rev. Dr. 
Johnſon, Miſſionary at Stratford and Milford 


in Connecticut, dated May 9g and November 7, 


17683 in the former of which he recommends 
Mr. John Tyler as a perſon worthy of Holy 
Orders, of exemplary character, and ſufficient 
learning; having ſtudied under Dr. Johnſon, 
and being a graduate both of the college of 
New Haven and New Vork, and fit for the 
vacant miſſion at Norwich. In the latter he 
recommends Mr. Joſhua Bloomer to the re- 


gard of the Society, as worthy to be appointed 


their miſhonary, when he ſhall have obtained 
Holy Orders. He mentions his ill health, 
and has chofen Mr. Kneeland his aſſiſtant, in 
order to fucceed him. Since laſt Chriftmas 
he has baptized x8, of which two are adult 
negroes, and admitted 5 to the communion, 


of which 2 are alſo negroes; and 2 good fa- 


milies have been added to the church. 
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The Rev. Mr. John Beach, Miſſionary at 
Newtown! and Reading, in a letter dated April 
4, 1768, writes, that the number of inhabi- 
tants exceeds 2000, the greater part of which 
belong to the church of England. That he 
has 310 communicants, 15 of which were 
added: to the laſt communion : that the church 
. increaſing in theſe parts makes the duty 

eavy on a ſingle clergyman; and the clergy 
are not likely to increaſe till they are bleſſed 
with a reſident Biſhop. 

By a letter from the Rev. Mr. Clarke, Miſ- 
ſionary at New Milford, Woodbury, Kent, 
New Fairfield and Sharon of Junezg, 1768, 
information is received, that in New Milford 
there are 92 families of the church, and about 
50 communicants: in Woodbury 50 families 
and 35 communicants: in Kent 65 families 
and 40 communicants. That fince the gth of 
October he had (baptiſed 60 infants, and 8 
adults, one of which was a black. The church 
in thoſe parts is in a very floriſhing condition. 


New York. 


By ſeveral letters in the courſe of the year 
from the Rev. Dr. Auchmuty, Rector of 'Tri- 
nity church, and in one from Mr. Livingſton 
(dated Degember 20, 1768,) executor of the 
late Mr. St. George Talbot, it appears that 
they have met with great trouble in recovering

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the Aer left to the Society, which W 
ably be much leſs than us at ſirſt a 
ed, by reaſon of many difficultics raiſed by the 

heirs at law, and the obſtructions given to the 
proving the will by them in ſeveral law pro- 
ceedings. That the affair is now in a more 


ſucceſsful way, and they hope ſoon to give the 


Society ſome more certain and pleaſing account 


of it. And the Society are ſo well aſſured of 
the great pains theſe Gentlemen have taken in 
this matter, and of their ju and diſcre- 
tion equal to their zeal for their ſervice, that 
they eſteem themſelves much indebted to them 
for it, and do return them their hearty thanks. 
Dr. Auchmuty has recommended the Reverend 
Mr. Sayer to the miſſion of Newburg, to which 
the Society have appointed him. He writes, 
that Sir William Johnſon laments the want of 
clergymen among the Indians in his neighbor- 
hood. He has agreed to purchaſe the late Dr. 
Barclay's houſe and farm in 'the Mohawks 
country, and intirely acquieſces in a propoſal 
to allot one corner of the farm for a School- 
maſter to build a ſmall tenement on it. 
The Rev. Mr. Cutting, Miſſionary at Hemp- 
ſtead, in a letter of January 7, 1768, ſends 
the rag; - the following account of his new 
miſſion. That it is a barge one, that he thinks 
the people of his pariſh of Hempſtead to be 
civil, hoſpitable, and grateful, and mentions 
one act of their gratitude in building an houſe 
at 


\ 
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at their own expenge far. the widow of their 


late worthy Miſhonary. That his church is 
large and in general full: the fpot where Mr. 
Cutting liyes is ſurrounded with Prefbyterians 
who are kind and obliging neighbors, ſober an 
pious in their converſation, and averſe to reli- 
ious animoſities. Great numbers remain un- 
ptiſed, owing to the principles of Quakeriſm, 


which. prevailed there ſo long. To the fouth 


of Hempſtead are many inhabitants who are 
willing to be inſtructed, and among whom he 
frequently officiates on week days: but being 
a very indigent people they have not the ability 
to get their children inſtructed, nor indeed the 
opportunity, there being no School-maſter, 
which he thinks would be a real blefling in 
thoſe parts. The Society being of the fame 
opinion, have defired Mr. Cutting to acquaint 
em at what place he wiſhes a ſchool to be 
fixed, and if he can procure a' worthy and fit 
man, he has their leave to employ him. At 
Oyſterbay the church (which ftill remains un- 
finiſhed) is in general well filled with conſtant, 
ſerious and devout people, but not equal in 
number to thoſe of other denominations. Since 
April he has baptiſed 4 adults, and 27 children, 
and admitted two new communicants. At 
Fluſhing (a vacant miſſion) he baptifed one 
adult and 5 children, and at Huntingdon 4. 
children. 
The Rev. Mr. Munro, lately appointed Miſ- 
ſionary at Albany, returns the Society W 
he. yt 
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for that appointment, in à letter of May 23 
1768. He arrived there juſt before Iaſt Eaſter, 
and begs leave to aſſùre the Society, that he 
will do every thing in his power to deſerve the 
good opinion they have conceived of him. He 
obſerves that Albany is on the communication 
from New Vork to Canada, and the metro- 
polis of a very extenſive and floriſhing country 
whither ſome hundreds of families annually 
come to ſettle, which gives him hope of adding 


many to the church. Upon his arrival at Al- 


bany he found the church in a poor condition: 
a ſcattered congregation, reduced to a ſmall 
number. He has indevored to bring / back the 
people, and reconcile them to their former 
perſuafi on, by frequent viſiting, and by friendly 
converſations: and in this he has labored with 
ſucceſs. In a ſecond letter of the 12th of July, 
1768, he writes of the quiet and eaſy ſtate of 
his congregation, who attend: divine ſervice on 
Sundays very regularly and decently. His 
communicants were increaſed to 25 to whom 
he adminiſtered the ſacrament on Whitſunday. 
He has buried 2 corpſes, and married one 
couple, baptiſed g white, and 4 black children, 
and two black adults. His catechumens are 
30 white children and 12 black adults. To 
the former he reads _ conſtantly on Fri- 
days, and ſpends an hour in inſtructing them: 
the latter he catechizes after evening prayer on 
Sundays. He offers it as his opinion, that Al- 
bany ought to have a reſident clergyman con- 

| | ſtantly 
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ſtantly performing his miniſterial office there, : 
and the Society are ſo ſenſible of the neceſſity 


of it, that they intend to appoint a miſſionary 
for the Mohawk Indians, as ſoon as a proper 
perſon can be procured. _ 5 
Mr. Hildreth, School-maſter at New York, 
in a letter of the 18th of October, 1768, ac- 
quaints the Society of the floriſhing ſtate of 
his ſchool, which conſiſts of 75 ſcholars. In 
the courſe of a year 13 boys and 7 girls have 
been put out to trades, &c. and three diſcharg- 
ed for not giving regular attendance. The 
children are carefully inſtructed in the Cate- 
chiſm, and they make a good proficiency. 


New Jerſey. 


The Rev. Mr. Odell, Miſſionary at Burling- 
ton and Mountholly, in a letter dated July 5, 
1768, after acquainting the Society that his 
own congregation give him all the ſatisfaction 
he could wiſh, mentions how requiſite a miſ- 
fion is at Waterford and Gloceſter, there be- 
ing at preſent no miniſter of the church of 
England between Burlington and the ſouth- 
welt extremity of New Jerſey. Nor leſs requiſite 
does he think it to appoint a miſſionary to Tren- 
ton, there being no epiſcopal church on the great 
road between Burlington and Brunſwick, a 
diſtance of more than forty miles. The So- 
ciety have accorded in this matter, and Mr. 

[ly Lyon, 
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Lyon, of Taunton has the offer of the miſſion 
of Waterford and Gloceſter ; and as the New 
Jerſey clergy have recommended Mr. Thom- 
ſon, miſſionary in Cumberland, to the miſſion 
of Trenton, he has had the Society's leave to

The Rev. Dr. Smith, Provoſt of the Col- 
lege of Philadelphia, aſſures the Society, in a 
letter of the 22d of October, 1768, that due 
care is taken of the miſſion of Oxford, who 
have two ſermons in three weeks for ten 
months in the year, and when the Doctor is 
prevented, Mr. 1 ſupplies his place, 
who was regularly educated in the college at 
Philadelphia, and is repreſented to be an in- 
genious, ſerious, and worthy young man, of 
22 years of age. The people wiſh him to be 
their miſſionary, and are content to wait for 
him till he ſhall be of proper age for holy 
orders.

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He incloſes letters from the miſſion of Tren- 
ton, backed by recommendation of the New 
Jerſey clergy, in favor of Mr. Thomſon, who 
ſollicits to be removed thither, as does Mr. 
Andrews of Lewes, from Suſſex on Delawar, 
on account of the unhealthfulneſs of the place, 
and would gladly accept of York county, and 
take care of Cumberland too till another miſſio- 
nery can be got. In this the Society have ſo 
far concurred, that they have given Mr. An- 
drews leave to remove to the miſſion of Vork and 
Cumberland, provided he will take the whole 
dy upon him, as Mr. Thomſon did before, 
and promiſe to continue in it without a proſ- 
pect of having the miſſion divided. 

A letter from the Rev. Mr. Barton, Itinerant 
M.iſſionary in Lancaſter, dated Philadelphia, 
October 18, 1768, brought by Mr. Coombe 

whom he recommends to the Society) in- 
orms them, that he continues to correſpond 
with Sir William Johnſon, on the ſubject of 
Indian ſchools, a ſubject Which he hopes the 
Society will never loſe fight of. There are 
ſtill vacant miſſions and diſperſed congrega- 
tions in Pennſylvania, among whom an itine- 
rant miſhonary might do infinite good. The 
people of North Carolina continue to com- 
plain of the want of miſſionaries. He has 
lately received a liſt of the church people in 
Rowan county, which amounts to 1500. He

He has preached to 2 congregations 
in Berkley pariſh, and baptized 18 infants; 
and to 8 congregations in St. Andrew's pariſh, 
and baptized there 95 infants, and adminiſter- 
ed the ſacrament to 46 communicants. 

The Rev. Mr. Cupples, Miſſionary in North 


Carolina, in a letter from St. John's pariſh, 


Bute county, April 9, 1768, informs the So- 


ciety, that he has been inducted, by a com- 


miſſion from his Excellency, into St. John's 


| pariſh. Since January 1, 1767, he had bap- 
tiſed 382 children, 51 of which were blacks.

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He has five places to officiate in, at three of 
which he has adminiſtered the ſacrament four 
times, to about 60 communicants at each 


place. There are a few Anabaptiſts in his 
pariſh, but the number is decreaſing. 


Georgia. 


The Rev. Mr. Frink, Miſſionary at Savan- 
nah, writes on Jan. 7, 1768, that he enjoys 
better health than he did at Auguſta, and re- 
turns the Society his thanks ſor the change.. In 
one year he has baptiſed 80, buried 120, 
preached twice every Sunday, and upon the 
3 holydays always once, beſides afford- 
ing all the aſſiſtance he could to this, and the 
neighboring province of South Carolina. 

The Rev. Mr. Ellington writes, that he got 
ſafe to his miſſion at Auguſta, on the 12th of 
November 1767, and was well received. He 
ſays, that there is not one place of worſhip of 


any denomination within an hundred miles of 


Auguſta either way. He remedies this as far 
as he can, having been thrice at St. George's 
pariſh; generally ſetting out on a Monday and 
travelling on that day thirty or forty miles. On 
the three following days he has performed di- 
vine ſervice in three different places of the 
pariſh, ten miles wide of each other, and re- 
turned home on the Friday. There are two 
other ſettlements over the river Savannah in 
Carolina, 


— of the 


Carolina, the one about 7 miles diſtant; (where 

he goes once a fortnight) the other, about 10, 
(where he goes once a month in the week days) 
at which places numbers do attend. Since he 
has been in America he has baptiſed 178 chil- 
dren, and 2 adults, married 15 couple, and 
buried 12 corpſes. The people are very illite- 
rate, and know little-more of chriſtianity than 
the Indians. 2 e

Bahama Iſlands. 


The Rev. Mr. Tizard, Mifhonary at New- 
Providence complains in his letter of June 1, 
1768, that the climate ſeems to diſagree with 


him, and he is apprehenſive that his want of 
health will hinder his continuing there. Since 


his arrival he has married 14 couple, buried 
19 corpſes, and baptized 73 whites, adult ne- 
-groes and 5 children. He has 12 communicants. 
There are on the iſland 253 white men, 264 


women, 253 boys, 214 girls, 480 negro men, 


358 women, 286 boys, 138 girls. : 
By a letter of the 27th of February, 1768, 
the Rev. Mr. Moſs, Miſſionary at Harbour 


"Iſland, and Eleuthera, acquaints the Society, 
that he arrived at New Providence on the Sth 


of 
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of May, 1767. When he came to Harbour 
- Iſland, he had at firſt a cold reception, from 
the people's apprehending that they were to 
contribute to ſupport; when they found 
that not to be the caſe, they became fond of 
Him. He performs divine "hervice under the 
branches of Tamarind trees. The ſeſſions of 
Council and Aſſembly at New Providence, 
have enacted a law, which divides Harbour 
Iſland and Eleuthera into a diſtinct pariſh 
named St. John's; allows 1 501. current money 
out of the Harbour Iſland taxes towards build- 
ing a church in that iſland, and fettles 501. 
per annum, Engliſh, for ſalary and houſe rent 
for the miniſter. From the 8th of May to the 
end of the year 1767, he baptiſed 71 white, 
and 6 black children, 2 black adults, and 1 
mulatto child, married 10 couple, and buried 
2 corpſes. Communicants are 27, * ſerious 
good livers. 


Africa. 


There are two letters from the Rev. Mr. 
Philip Quaque, Mflionary, Catechiſt, and 
School-maſter to the Negroes on the Gold 
Coaſt; the one bearing date October 20, 1767, 
the other without any date at all; by which 
the Society are informed, that the number of 
his ſcholars continues the ſame. 'Three of them 
read their primmers very well, and moſt of 
them

them ſay the catechiſm as far as the firſt com- 
mandment. But he complains of diſcorage- 
ments which he meets with from the inatten- 
tion of the garriſon to public ſervice on Sundays, 


and from the Governor himſelf, who is back - 
ward in this particular. On the 2d of Auguſt 


he performed divine ſervice, for the firſt time, 
before Caboſheer Cudjo, and many of the 
Ca pe Coaſt people, ſeemingly to their ſatisfac- 


tion; at which, time he expreſſed again his de- 
ſire of having an houſe built containing two 


long rooms, the one for the ſervice of God, 
the other for a ſchool. He has ſince officiated 
on Sundays, but finds it very difficult to collect 


them together, as they are ingaged in their 


idolatrous ceremonies, and addicted to drink- 
ing ſpirituous liquors to exceſs. The Governor 
had promiſed to have his four children baptiſed, 


but Mr Quaque has not yet been able to in- 


duce him to do ſo. 


Barbadoes. 


From ſeveral letters from the Society's Offi- 
cers and Attorneys, at Codrington-College, in 
the courſe of the year, the Society is inabled 
to give the public theſe informations.

That the At- 
tornies in the management of the Society's affairs

the work to which they are appointed, deſire 
every one, who recommends any perſon to them 


for that purpoſe, to teſtify their knowledge, as
